Why conduct a student evaluation of the faculty? ’ The survey was conducted to 
provide a better basis for student selection of instructor^„ra,ther than .the 
traditional “word of mouth“ method. It was felt with a large^ sampling that 
a survey would provide, instructors would be able to find out' their strengths 
and weaknesses from the students' point of view. Also, b'ecausd of the large 
sampling available, the results of the survey could be used as part of the 
continuing process of upgrading the educational level of thjs/collsge. Perhaps, 
too, new avenues of communications could be opened up between students and 
faculty. Finally, Student CTA members hope through the sale of the survey to 
establish scholarships for students In the field of education. 

This survey was compiled through the cooperation of the Grossmdnt College 
Faculty after review by the Faculty Senate Council and the Executive Council. 
Publication and sale was authorized by the Administration and the Governing 
Board.
